Lord Wolseley, in his opening re- 
marks, said he regretted being com- 
pelled to discuss a personal matter, 
but he could not pass unchallenged the 
severe cumments of Lord la 
the manner in which ne had performed 
the duties of Commander-in-Chief. 
Lord Lansdowne’s personalities were 
evidently premeditated. His ind.ct- 
ments were grave, and it almost seem d 
as if the personal attack was maue in 
order to divert attention from the 
question at issue and throw upon ihe 
Commander-in-Chief the blame for tne 
mistakes made by the government. 
Until the recent debate he had never 
had reason to suppose that he did not 
possess the full confidence of Lord 
Lansdowne and the Cabinet. Eariy in 
1900 circumstances arose which left him 
no alternative but to resign, which he 
did. If he did not possess the Cabinet's 
confidence, that was an object which 
might have been used to appoint a new 
Commander-in-Chief. He refuted the 
specific charge launched by Lord Lans- 
downe. He said he had made every ef- 
fort to improve the auxiliary forces. 
In February, 1896, he recommended that 
additional troops be sent to South Af- 
rica, and recommended strengthening 
the Natal garrisons and the defensive 
occupation, not of the town of Lady- 
smith, but of the Biggarsberg rance. 
which was twenty-five miles in advance 
of Ladysmith. He had never consid- 
ered Ladysmith and its surrounding 
hills to be tenable. Lord Wolseley ad- 
mitted that, in common with all other 
authorities, he had underestimated the 
fighting power of the individual Boer, 
Three weeks before Kruger’s decla- 
ration of war he had urged Lord Lans- 
down to send out an army corps, a cav- 
alry division, and five battalions for the 
lines of communication, in addition to 
the 10,000 troops already in South Af- 
rica. Such a comparatively small num- 
ber of troops employed early had often 
achieved results which five times their 
number could not produce later. The 
mobilization of this force at that time 
would have produced a considerable ef- 
fect in South Africa.

You will observe 
that in examinations of a clerical na- 
ture, such as those for departmental 
clerk, postoffice clerk and customhouse 
clerk, for example, the questions are 
largely of a practical or businesslike 
character, anc are designed to test 
your clerical ability, rather than mere 
theoretical knowledge of text-books. 
The problems in arithmetic in these ex- 
aminations are usually along the lines 
of practicel business, or involve such 
principles as are.in daily use in cler- 
ileal work for business firms or private 
corporations. The other tests of this 
class of examinations, such as the 
subjects of letter-writing and copying, 
are designed to be practical and busi- 
nesslike, and ere intended to determine 
your real capacity for clerical work 
rather than your mere scholastic ac- 
quirements.

N IMPORTANT DECISION. 

A decision of far-reaching im- 
portance to telephone companies and 
to all users of telephones, was ren- 
dered a few days ago by Judge Brown 
in the United States Circuit Court of 
Boston. The decision, in effect, de-: 
clares that the famous Berliner micro- 
phone patent is invalid, for the reaswn 
that both Bell and Edison had invented 
and put into practical use appara- 
tas whieh accomplished all that the 
Berliner apparatus would accomplish. 

“The effect of this decision will be 
to break down, for good, the monopoly 
which the American Bell Telephone 
Company has enjoyed since 18 If 
the Berliner patent had been sus- 
tained, the Bell company would have 
retained contro! for seven years more, 
or until 1908, of all apparatus based: 
upon the by 
which the resistance in an electric 
circuit is increased or decreased by 
means of a variation in pressure at 
some point of loose contact. As prac- 
tically all the telephone transmitters 
in use are bgsed upon this method of 
producing variable resistance, it is ap- 
parent that the decision above referred 
to is of more than ordinary impor- 
tance. 

The methods by which the Bell com- 
pany sought (and for the most part 
with success,) to maintain its monop- 
oly, though now somewhat in the na- 
ture of ancient history, are interest- 
ing. The original Bell patents were 
granted in 1876 or 1877. They cov- 
ered the receiver or “hand-’phone” 
only, which was then used also as a 
transmitter, the microphone being un- 
known. . Then came the discovery of 
the microphone, which at once found 
its most important application as a 
telephone transmitter. Without going 
into the disputed question as to who 
was the real discoyerer of the micro- 
phone, it is enough to say that the 
Bell company soon acquired the rights" 
of Thomas A. Edison, who had been 
granted patents on the microphone in 
this try. The Edison patents and 
the original Bell patents, in conjunc- 
tion, enormously increased the effici- 
ency of the telephone. Without the re- 
ceiver, the microphone was of no 
value in telephone service. Without 
the microphone transmitter the Bell 
receiver was of very limited practica- 
bility. The two formed the apphratus 
which, with some modifications and 
improvements, is the apparatus in 
general use today. 

Having secufed control of the micro- 
phone patents, the Bell company pro- 
ceeded to enjoy the fruits of its 
mor.opoly. For many years it won 
important battles in the courts, and 
was granted a practical monopoly of 
all known modes of transmitting 
speech by means éf electric currents. 
Among those who contested the right 
of the Bell company to enjoy this 
monopoly was Dr. _ .Berliner, 
claimed to be the inventor of the 
microphone transmitter, and whose ap- 
plication for patents upon his inven- 
tion was in litigation while the Bell 
company was in the enjoyment of its 
monopoly. The company fought the 
Berliner application for years, and 
succeeded in preventing the granting 
of the claim, upon the contention that 
it was an infringement of the patents 
under which the company was oper- 
ating. Finally, shortly before the ex- 
piration of the microphone patents 
controlled by the Bell company, that 
company bought out Berliners’ claims. 
The ‘opposition to the Berliner appli- 
eation at once ceased, and at length 
his claims were allowed, and patents 
were issued in 1891, or thereabouts, 


suance. These patents were owned by 
the Bell company and upon them it 


seventeen years longer, after having 
successfully held up the Berliner appli- 
eation for thirteen or fourteen years. 
It is this Berliner patent which has 
just been declared invalid by Judge 
Brown, in the United States Circuit 
Court in Boston. 


The American Bell Telephone Com- 
pany did not enjoy «60 complete a 
monopoly as it had courted upon by 
reason of the granting of the Berliner 
‘patent. The Bell receiver hecame 
public property through the expiration 
of the original patent in 1894. The 
validity of.the Berliner patent was 
disputed and the matter was soon 
taken into the courts, where it has 
been ever since. In the meantime, 
however, opposition to the Bell com- 
pany sprang up, and rival telephone 
companics, using the ‘microphone 
transmitter, have been multiplying 
rapidly in the cities of the East and 
the Middle West. [f the Berliner 
patent had been sustained these rival 
companies would probably have had to 
pay some millions in royalties to the 
Bell company. As it is—-although the 
decision of Judge Brown may be fur- 
ther contested In the coufts—there is

NEW YORK, March 15.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from London says that 
since C. T. Yerkes left Londen, some 
months ago, after closing the deal for 
the purchase of the Charing Cross-Fus- 
ton and Hampstead road, there has 
been scarcely an underground project 
in London which has not been reported 
as about to be sold to the syndicate 
which the former Chicago street-rail- 
way magnate represents. The latest 
report, which appears to bear more 
evidence of truth than any other, is 
that he has acquired a controlling in- 
terest in the Metropolitan Di t Rail- 
way, and if the deal is not already con- 
summated, it will be in a few days. 

It i§ said to be the reason for his last 
visit, and Yerkes went grossly into 
figures to affect this at 
then market price. It was found that 
£265,000 ($1,325,000) would be needed. 
Another point is that a representative

energy. Doctors know how easy it is 
to set up a morbid, grumbling condi- 
tion of the body. Half our practice 
is in treating people for some weak- 
ness of organ contracted by illness, 
and there is much undevelopment that 
never comes directly under our notice 
at all, never attains to the nature of 
actual sickness, although it remains a 
drag on the energies during the whole 
life.

dress, we do not need to wonder that 
there is so much invalidism among 
them. In a class of thirty-five in an 
eastern college, nineteen wore no cor- 
sets. Eighteen took honors, of whom 
thirteen did not wear corsets. Of seven 
chosen for class-day parts, four wor» 
no corsets. Of seven chosen for com- 
mencement parts, seven wore no cor- 
sets. If a circumstance of th's kn 
can make such a difference during only 
one short period of life, w muce. 
must it make during the whole life of 
women? 

“Our modern lives are detrimental to 
the development of wonien in another 
way, I think. Our home life ts not as 
simple or in some ways aa wholesome 
as that of our grandmothers and 
grandfathers. When every member of 
the household had some duty to per- 
form every day there was much more 
of healthful exercise, barren and hard 
as existence often was. I have no 
wish to have women return to the old 
conditions. I believe that they shoul! 
have every chance that men have; that 
they should take up any work they de- 
sire to do; but I would have them at- | 
tend first to the attainment of a 
healthy body. 

“It is a mistake to think that brain 
work is not a physical work. We can- 
not use the brain without using the 
body. The brain consumes material; 
moreover, it is the centralization of 
the functions of the body, and those 
functions respond more or less, con- 
sciously or unconsciously, to every ac- 
tion of the central organ. But al- 
though brain work is body work, it 
does not develop the body, while, on 
the other mae. body wo means not 
only physic development, but an in- 
creased mental power of which the man 
or woman may take advantage. Every 
new skill of the hand has its repre- 
sentation in the brain tract. A third 
of the brain’ surface is for the control 
of the motor system, and all the cun- 
ning of our muscles repeats itself in 
the brain. A _ well-developed body, 
with well-trained muscles, means 
greater power for labor, larger brain 
capacity. clearer thought. 

“Not only their inactivity in geir'- 
hocd, but their inactivity all through 
“life militates against the hea'th of 
women. All through life they are at a 
disadvantage in comparison with men 
in the matter of physical exercise. If 
they are to undertake the work of men 
they ought to cultivate the health 
with which to do that -vork. ;

No branch of industry has made 
more rapid advancement in Southern 
California, than thet of growing celery 
on the peatiands about Westminster.
